Fter a very hot feafon from the beginning of this month of 
June J on the ^ of the fame^early in the morning a great 
Tempeft was obferved^gatherm^ Weft-South Weft, of which 
ihere appeared much Iv^htning^ with fome Thunder only as a 
far off. On the nineteenth (being Sunday) after fcverallefs 
ftrong reports of Thunderj the whole Town, and particu- 
larly the Congregation IQ St. N/V/^Churchr^ when the Mini* 
fter wasPreaching)was ftraogely furprifed with a moft terrible 
flafh of Lightning and a fearful Thunder-clap^ which li^ghtcd 
down through the lefter fteeple upon the body ofthe Churchy 
andthrough the round large hole in the upper Vault within 
the f^irae, in thefliape(asromeobrerv'd) of a black fiery ball^, 
direftly upon the Altar^ caufing fuch anhideois- cpckj fire- 
flallij frapak and d^iimp there, as if man^y fire balls had been 
ihrowndownthither from the faid Vault, and burfted all at 
once ^ begetting a difmal confternation among the peopje.and 
leaving an ill Sulphureous (mell behind. 

The Candle on the South-fide ofthe Altar wa5 put out by 
ihe blow^the other remained burning. Two of the Chalices 
there^ wereoverthrowoji^nd the Wine Spilt, and the Wafers 
Icatter'd about 3 but the empty Chalice ftood firm* Ail three 
were fomevv^hat fmutted at tliefoot, 2nd one of them a little
